Ladies  and  Gentlemen^ 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  eleventh  Rnnual  Fteport  on  the  HocTLth 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rural  District  of  Dorchester  for  the  year 
i960.  It  is  written  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the  ministry  of  Health. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  very  low^  only  one  case  of  food 
poisoning  was  notified^  tnere  were  four  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  ?^ungs 
compared  with  seven  last  year^  three  of  them  v/ere  over  45  years  of  age.  Two 
cases  of  abortus  fever  came  to  my  notice^  both  were  associated  with  farra 
workers,  A short  report  was  given  to  the  Council  on  this  disease  stating 
that  the  co.imonest  source  vjas  infected  cows  milk^  usually  raw  milk  or  cream. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  of  the  26  to  40  age  group  ooimnenced  in  March, 

By  the  end  of  the  year^  314  Red  received  two  injections  at  the  Clinic. 

Further  reports  on  the  sujrvey  of  houses  in  the  district  was  made  during 
the  year  by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  The  total  houses  reported  and 
categorised  now  number  463  (last  year  331)^  of  these  373  have  been  or  arc  being 
dealt  with  by  the  Council^  leaving  110  still  requiring  action.  This  is  a very 
commendable  performance  and  I am  sure  the  Council  aporecia!.te  the  amount  of 
work  necessary  to  survey  these  houses  and  the  time  spent  by  the  Housing  Sub- 
committee in  visiting  the  houses  and  giving  decisions. 


A comprehensive  report  under  the  Caravaais  Site  and  Control  of  Development 
Actj  1960^  was  made  by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  to  the  September 
Council  Meeting.  A comparison  was  made  with  the  present  Ministry  standard 
and  a suggested  standard  rccomended  with  which  the  Council  agreed.  The  new 
Act  became  effective  on  the  29th  August^,  i960. 

Anthrax  was  made  r notifiable  disease  on  the  1st  December  i960  and  a 
short  report  on  antnrax  was  made  to  the  Council. 

During  the  year  an  endccvour  was  made  to  increase  the  protection  of 
persons^  especially  school  children^  against  tetanus.  The  response  has 
been  very  good. 

The  number  of  water  samples  taken  this  year  and  last^  have  increased 
substantially.  A Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  on  the  supply  for  the 
village  of  Toller  Porcoritn;,  this  necessitated  sinking  an  additional  bore  at 
Maiden  Newton;  the  Ministry  agreed  to  the  Council's  application  and  a water 
supply  should  be  available  in  I96I.

A report  was  also  made  to  the  Courxcil  on  rhe  Medical  Aspects  ^of  Road 
Safety,  stressing  ohe  high  niamber  of  road  deaths  compared  with  the  number 
for  combined  infectious  diseases  over  the  whole  country*

There  has  been  some  reduction  in  the  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered, 
for  example  in  19 oO  - 1959  “•  415  552.  This  may  in  part  be  due  to  the 

completion  of  the  Eradication  Scheme  for  Tuberculosis.  ■ 

I . 

As  required  under  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  19 5o,  a report  was  made  to  the 
Council  dn  the  existing  and  future  requirements  of  .the  district  and  the 
approved  report  was  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculuure,  Fisheries  and  Food, 
This  was  accepted  by  ohe  Miinistry  and  the  appointed  day  was  fixed  as  January 
1st  1962,  There  are  now  two  private  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  the  district. 

Numerous  villages  reported  flooding  during  October  and  November  due  to  the 
incessant  rain, and  in  many  cases,  houses  and  buildings  were  affected  and  roads 
were  rendered  impassable.  The  rainfall  at  Forston  for  this  period  totalled 
19. IB  inches,  this  was  very  exceptional  and  the  rivers  were  unable  to  contain 
such  water.  Fortunately  no  loss  of  life  occurred.  The  question  of  prevention 
in  the  future  was  discus-^ed  by  the  Council  and  a Sub-Committee  was  formed  to 
meet  the  County  Council  on  this  matter. 

A brief  summary  of  statistics  for  the  past  10  years  is  to  be  'found  on 
page  3$  where  it  is  seen  that  the  population  has  fluctuated,  being  lowest  in 
1956,  but  now  almost  returned  to  the  high  1951  level.  The  birth  rate  has  this 
year  reached  the  highest  figure  over  the  last  ten  years.  The  death  rate  has 

gradually  fallen  to  its  lowest  figu.re  since  1952.  . 

The  number  of  notifications  of  certain  infectious  diseases  such  as 

whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis,  sccirlet  fever,  has  gradually  lessened.  No  case 
of  diphtheria  has  occurred  since  19 4B.  Food  poisoning  cases  notified  are 
minimal  but  no  doubt  many  are  so  mild  that  the  doctors  have  not  been  consulted, 
however  constant  vigilance  is  necessary.  Dysentery  seems  to  recur  at  intervals 
while  measles  generally  keeps  to  its  trend  of  appearing  every  two  years. 

Of  the  three  causes  of  deaoh  most  mentioned  these  days,  Ca^ncer  of  the  Lung 
is ; showing  a gradual  increase*  Coronary  disease  and  motor  vehicle  accidents' 
shows  no  significant  change  but  the  figures  are  really  too  small  to  be  of 
statistical  value. 

Meat  inspection  has  increased  enormously  over  the  past  seven  years  -and 
although  there  was  a fall  in  number  for  i960,  the  new  slaughterhouse  at  . 
Ghickerell  has  increased  zhe  time  spent  by  the  inspectors  and  may  increase 
the  total  figures.  It  is  satisfactory  from  a health  aspect  that  nearly  100% 
inspection  has  been  maintained. 


I again  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
understanding  and  help  during  the  year,  also  the  Public  Health  Staff  for  their 
combined  efforts  and  my  colleagues  on  the  staff  for  their  ready  co-operation.

The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  the  district  has  improved  considerably 
over  the  past  few  years  follovjing  on  the  provision  of  mains  water  supplies  in 
the  villages,  I oni  sure  it  is  the  Council’s  wish  to  extend  these  schemes  to 
other  villages  whenever  possible.  Perusal  of  the  details  of  progress  given 
below  shows  great  credio  to  the  Council  for  supplying  all  these  villages  with 
essential  though  costly^  amenities  for  ii.iproving  the  health  of  the  district.

During  the  year  of  19^0^  investigations  into  the  water  supplies 
were  carried  out  at  Long  Brcdy  and  Littlebredy^  and  Ovt  the  latter  is 
being  pursued,  120  sanples  were  taken  at  Long  Bredy  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination^  55  saanples  were  unsatisfactory.  The  supplies 
generally  at  Long. Bredy  are  unsatisfactory  and  the  Council  have  decided  to 
provide  a piped  supply  in  this  village. 

Investigation  of  intermittent  contamination  of  a pipe  supply  to 
nmerous  villages  which  included  Warmwell  Camp^  was  carried  out  during 
the  year;,  the  source  of  the  raw  water  (Enpool  spring  which  in  part  provides 
supplies  for-  Weymouth  Watorv/orks  Company)  has  always  been  good,  however  it 
was  thought  after  discussion  that  ciilorination  at  the  source  was  advisable. 
Samples  taken  since  have  proved  satisfactory. 

In  investigations  of  individual  supplies,  4 notices  have  been  served 
requiring  connection  to  the  main  supply  or  improvement  to  existing  facilities, 
and  none  of  these  notices  have  been  complied  vdth. 

The  water  in  the  district  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo- solvent  action.
